Smart bus fleet 
to reach 300 
by end of year 


Expansion. 1 in every 
3 city buses will have 
real-time location tech

More Edmonton bus routes 
will feature real-time location 
technology starting this Sun¬ 
day, and city officials plan to 
add even more buses to the 
Smart Bus fleet later this year. 

Routes 33, 72, 78 and 79 are 
the most recent buses to get 
the technology that allows pas¬ 
sengers to track when the bus 
will arrive at their stop. 

But it doesn’t stop there, 
with a total of 250 buses to be 
equipped with the technology 
by the end of summer or early 


fall. City officials say more than 
300 buses will have the tech¬ 
nology installed by the end of 
2014, accounting for a third of 
the city’s overall bus fleet. 

“By later this year, we’re go¬ 
ing to have a lot better cover¬ 
age throughout the city,” said 
Ken Koroteski, director of spe¬ 
cial projects with Edmonton 
transit. 

The city plans to unveil the 
technology based on their tran¬ 
sit garages scattered through¬ 
out the city, with some buses 
based out of Centennial and 
Westwood expected to have 
the technology installed before 
the end of August. 

Using GPS, the widgets al¬ 
low passengers to track buses 
on their phones or on their 
desktop computers using 
the city’s ETS Live Bus Finder 
website. Passengers on the 
real-time tech buses also get to 


experience the automatic stop 
announcements as buses ap¬ 
proach stops. 

The equipment also allows 
city operations to track buses, 
manage incidents better with 
the live look-in and improved 
communication equipment for 
operators. 

City officials plan on incor¬ 
porating the real-time technol¬ 
ogy in their iPhone and An¬ 
droid smartphone app, which 
is currently being tested. 

“It gives our passengers 
a lot better information in 
order to make decisions on 
when they can be travelling. 
It’s a more reliable service for 
them,” said Koroteski. 

Routes 7, 57, 111 and 128 
currently have the technology 
installed. With the addition of 
these new routes starting on 
Sunday, Smart Bus is now en¬ 
abled on eight ETS bus routes.

However, 
because a Canadian Air 
Transport Security Author¬ 
ity manager believed the 
item was simply drug 
paraphernalia, no one acted 
fully on the suspicions.

Thousands still 
waiting for flood 
disaster claims 

Thousands of people 
are still waiting for their 
disaster recoveiy claim 
payments a year after 
devastating floods hit 30 
communities in southern 
Alberta. A report into the 
provincial government’s 
response to the June 2013 
disaster shows that less 
than half of 10,486 claims 
have been paid out at a 
cost of about $75 million. 
More than 2,800 claims for 
financial compensation are 
still being processed and 
another 3,600 claims have 
been declared ineligible or 
have been withdrawn. 

The report says about 
160 homeowners are 
eligible for a program that 
will pay them to move out 
of the flood zone. So far, 78 
have accepted offers.

Police crack down 
on hookah lounges

Edmonton police are cracking 
down on the city’s hookah res¬ 
taurants as they continue to 
confiscate massive amounts of 
illegal flavoured tobacco. 

In the last month, Edmon¬ 
ton police have confiscated 
approximately 70,000 grams 
of this tobacco smuggled into 
the country from Egypt, said 
Public Safety Compliance 


Team member Const. Jason 
Mitchell. 

“What we’ve been find¬ 
ing, especially in the last 
month, every time we go into 
a hookah lounge we’re com¬ 
ing across flavoured tobacco 
in plain view,” he said. 

Using a water pipe called 
a hookah, lounge patrons 
smoke sheesha, which is gen¬ 
erally an herbal, fruit-based 
product, said Mitchell, but 
lately EPS has noticed more 
and more lounges offering 
sheesha with tobacco. 

“It’s unfortunate we’re 
finding so much of it,” he said 
about the untaxed tobacco. 

Last fall, the province ap¬ 
proved Bill 206 to ban all fla¬ 
voured tobacco products in 
Alberta, but have yet to bring 


it into force. 

In order to curb the preva¬ 
lence of illegal flavoured to¬ 
bacco, EPS has been doing 
general enforcement and 
handing out $1,150 tickets 
under the Tobacco Tax Act. 

Edmonton restaurant 
owner Joe Rustom said after 
serving hookah for the last 
10 years, he got rid of it last 
month because there was too 
much controversy surround¬ 
ing the pipes. 

“I love hookah, don’t get 
me wrong,” said Rustom. 

“I jumped the gun and 
stopped it May 31,” he con¬ 
tinued. 

Rustom said he estimates 
about 90 per cent of Edmon¬ 
ton hookah lounges serve to¬ 
bacco-based sheesha, while he

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Profs channel social media 
to study Ukrainian protests 


Euromaidan. New 

tech enabling both 
protests and research

Edmonton academics are har¬ 
nessing Twitter and Faceboolc 
to research and analyze the 
power of protests halfway 
around the world in real time. 

Scholars from MacEwan 
University and the University 
of Alberta dialed into an inter¬ 
national video conference 
Thursday to share their find¬ 
ings after months of studying 
the demonstrations in Ukraine 
known as Euromaidan. 

Roman Petiyshyn, direc¬ 
tor of MacEwan’s Ukrainian 
Resource and Development 
Centre (URDC), said intellects 
in Edmonton and Ukraine are 
on the cutting edge, and are 
using social media to study 


political movement. 

“Much of the Euromaidan 
was facilitated by social media. 
People were able to organize 
themselves,” he said. “Social 
media allowed this to hap¬ 
pen more effectively than one 
could imagine in earlier times.” 

Starting in November 2013 
with a peaceful demonstration, 
Euromaidan supporters pro¬ 
tested against the Ukrainian 
government’s decision to dis¬ 
tance itself with the European 
Union. 

The demonstration sparked 
media coverage from around 
the world, thanks to protester 
posts on YouTube, Twitter and 
Faceboolc. 

Scholars from five differ¬ 
ent countries called into the 
teleconference Thursday, 
Petiyshyn said, thanks to the 
impact of social media and its 
immediacy. 

“In a space of weeks and 
months, we’re giving papers 
about the phenomenon,” he 
said.

High Street businesses team up to survive bridge closure

Commuters heading down¬ 
town will face detours and 
traffic tie-ups for the next 15 
months as the 102nd Avenue 
bridge over Groat Road closes 
July 1 to make way for a re¬ 
placement bridge. 

The 100-year-old bridge 
will be demolished through 
July, causing overnight and 
weekend closures on Groat 
Road as well. 

“It’s a major closure, and 
a big impact to those coming 


downtown or to the univer¬ 
sity,” said Byron Nicholson, 
director of special projects for 
the City of Edmonton. 

High Street-area business¬ 
es along 102nd Avenue and 
125th Street are hoping a cam¬ 
paign to let customers know 
about the closure — hand¬ 
outs, in-store detour maps and 
even a July 6 street-wide block 
party — will keep business 
alive on what will effectively 
become a dead end east of the 


bridge on 102nd Avenue. 

“All the small businesses in 
the area are banding together 
to tell people we’re still here,” 
said Margarita Hansen, man¬ 
ager at Vespucci Consignment 
store. “We’ll have more sales 
and there’s more parking 
coming to the area, so we’re 
hopeful business won’t suffer 
too much.” 

Next door at Carol’s 
Sweets, manager Jeannice Lo¬ 
gan has a different take on the 


bridge closure. 

“We’ve been through a fire 
at our previous location, so 
this isn’t such a big deal. We 
hope business will bounce 
back,” she said. 

ETS routes will detour to 
Stony Plain Road through 
the fall of 2015, while motor¬ 
ists, pedestrians and cyclists 
will be detoured to Stony 
Plain Road, 107th Avenue and 
111th Avenue.

Edmonton dwellers in the 
downtown core will soon 
have to shop for their gro¬ 
ceries elsewhere as officials 
announced the closure of 
Sobeys Urban Fresh on the 
corner of 104 Street and Jas¬ 
per Avenue. 

Employees were told Wed¬ 
nesday that the store will 
close on July 31, with Sobeys 
spokesperson Keri Scobie 
stating the closure is part of 
“a broader piece.” 

“It’s a regular course of 
business for us as we regu¬ 
larly evaluate our business, 
our stores and the markets 
we serve. 

“All the stores, including 
the Jasper-and-104, were all 
really deemed to be under- 


performing stores,” she said. 

Jim Taylor, executive 
director of the Downtown 
Business Association, said 
the store was an interesting 
venture but that it will not 
have a large impact on the 
downtown core in the grand 
scheme of things. 

“People who live on that 
street have told me ... they 
didn’t shop there for their 
weekly groceries.

Minister should ‘stand 
down’ in dispute over 
teachers: PC candidate 


Survey. City polling on 
perception versus reality 
behind the wheel 


Alberta’s education minis¬ 
ter has overstepped in an 
ongoing war of words with 
union representatives over 
disciplining bad-apple teach¬ 
ers, charges a Tory leader¬ 
ship candidate. 

Thomas Lukas zulc was 
referring to criticism from 
current education boss Jeff 
Johnson after it was revealed 
that a committee organized 
by the Alberta Teachers’ As¬ 
sociation recommended sus¬ 
pensions — as opposed to 
outright terminations — for 
teachers guilty of sex- and 
violence-related infractions 
involving students. 

One case involved a 
teacher having sex with an 
adult-aged student on mul¬ 
tiple occasions and another 


saw an instructor give his 
pupil an “assignment” to 
masturbate in the shower 
and then describe the de¬ 
tails to him. 

But Lukas zulc, one of 
three men vying to be pre¬ 
mier of the province and, in 
turn, Johnson’s boss, said he 
believes the adversarial rela¬ 
tionship with teachers that 
has formed isn’t best for stu¬ 
dents. 

When asked what he 
would advise Johnson to 
do, Lulcaszulc replied, “My 
marching order would be 
simple: Stand down.” 

In an Edmonton speech 
Thursday, fellow candidate 
and perceived front-runner 
Jim Prentice took aim at a 
report generated by a prov¬ 


incial teacher task force that 
led to initial conversations 
about discipline. The ATA 
has said it was blindsided 
by the report and not prop¬ 
erly represented on the task 
force. 

He said he would take a 
look at the report and “work 
in a respectful way with 
teachers and the ATA.” 

Prentice added, “It is my 
belief that the people who 
truly know what is in the 
best interests of school chil¬ 
dren are their parents.” 

The camp for a third can¬ 
didate, Ric Mclver hadn’t 
responded to an inquiry 
related to the teacher task 
force at press time.

It probably hasn’t been long 
since you last overheard the 
term “urban design,” on 
the radio or in conversation 
perhaps. If you’re a regular 
Metro reader, especially of this 
column, you’re familiar with 
this term for a city’s develop¬ 
ment and built form. 

ProQuest’s database shows 
“urban design,” in relation 
to Edmonton, spiked in 
newspapers around 2005 and 
continually gained speed. The 
same goes for “urban plan¬ 
ning,” which appeared in local 
papers more in 2013 than any 
year before it. 

Consider, for a moment, 
how strange that is. Why have 
words that were recently and 
rightly jargon burrowing in 
City Hall and architecture 
offices entered the laymen’s 
lexicon? It’s because our city 
is rapidly growing, reconfig¬ 
uring, and we’re cautiously 
considering how we can use 
public spaces and rejuvenate 
neighbourhoods. 

Of course, Edmonton’s not 
unique. From Calgaiy to Bo¬ 
gota, Saskatoon to Sao Paulo, 
urban planning and design is a 


new obsession. As more people 
than ever in recorded histoiy 
move to cities and climate 
change becomes our greatest 
threat, urban regions are col¬ 
lectively hying to build better 
cities — whatever that means 
to their citizens. 

And though the Edmonton 
experience is singular — a 
young, fast-growing, sprawling 
and largely middle-class dot 
sitting at 53 degrees latitude, 
three hours from the nearest 
major city — there’s much 
we can learn from cities big 
and small also grappling with 
urban planning. 

Over the next two months, 
Footnotes is going inter¬ 
national. I’m journeying across 
Europe, from Paris to Reykja¬ 
vik, to understand how they’ve 
successfully dealt with similar 
challenges, and along the way 
I’ll offer travel and recreational 
tips so you can experience 
the world’s most progressive 
urban spaces yourself. It’s 
summer, after all, and what’s 
the summer without a little 
wanderlust? 

It may seem too dissimilar 
— even unfair — comparing 
our speck of a Canadian city to 
historical cosmopolitan Berlin, 
or our avenues to Amster¬ 
dam’s, but these cities offer 
much to learn. 

For example, as Edmon¬ 


ton looks to make the river 
valley more than a walking 
trail it can look to Paris’s Les 
Berges for inspiration. There, 
a riverbanlc that for decades 
functioned as a road was 
closed, redeveloped and re¬ 
opened as a public space with 
low-cost, rotating attractions 
and programming. 

We often hear “How Euro¬ 
pean” muttered insultingly, 
about something that’s too 
uppity or sophisticated. But 
when it comes to cities, Europe 
simply has more histoiy and 
experience with planning 
(which comes with a swath 
of inconceivable hurdles). 

That’s partly why we’ve started 
returning to these age-old 
design principles and features 
like density, public art, public 
squares and green spaces. 

It’s the reverse of what hap¬ 
pened over the 20th Centuiy. 
The New World exported so 
much of its car-centric think¬ 
ing to the Old World. But now 
they’re undoing it, and in some 
parts of Edmonton we’re also 
hying.

Edmonton’s tree house 
project pushed back 



An art installation planning to 
bring tree houses to Churchill 
Square this summer will blos¬ 
som a little later than first 
planned. 

The three tree houses, 
which have been designed to 
resemble the architectural 
style in Edmonton, were in¬ 
itially planned to go up in 
May, but Danielle Soneff, one 
of the artists, said the plan has 
been delayed. 

“We were able to work out 
an arrangement with local en¬ 
gineers and we’re waiting on 
them to go forward,” she said. 

She said they’re working 
veiy hard to ensure the dis¬ 
play doesn’t damage the trees, 
which requires everybody 
working together. 

“It’s taking a little bit long¬ 
er to get everybody’s efforts 


focused,” said Soneff. 

Soneff is part of a collect¬ 
ive of artists called Thresh¬ 
old, who work on exploring 
people’s relationship with 
public space. The project is 
funded through the Edmon¬ 
ton Arts Council. 

All of the collective’s mem¬ 


bers are connected to the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta and Soneff 
said they are now hoping for 
a late August unveiling. 

“We have so much involve¬ 
ment with the University of 
Alberta we wanted it to bridge 
over into the school year,” she

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Man who killed, 
dismembered his 
ex found guilty of 
2nd-degree murder 


Four-week trial. Body 
parts of Guang Hua Liu 
were found in several 
Toronto-area locations 
in August 2012 


A Toronto man was con¬ 
victed Thursday of second- 
degree murder for killing 
his ex-girlfriend, cutting up 
her body and scattering the 
pieces — a verdict that indi¬ 
cates the jury did not believe 
his defence that his mother 
was the real killer. 

The jury deliberated for 
about 13 hours before find¬ 
ing Chun Qi Jiang guilty 
in the death of 41-year-old 


Guang Hua Liu, whose body 
parts were found in several 
Toronto-area locations in Au¬ 
gust 2012. 

Jiang, who wore a plaid, 
button-down shirt and tan 
slacks, looked straight ahead 
as the jury read out the ver¬ 
dict, which carries an auto¬ 
matic life sentence with no 
chance of parole for between 
10 and 25 years. 

No family members were 
present at the conclusion of 
the four-week trial, in which 
prosecutors said Jiang killed 
Liu, with whom he had an 
on-again-off-again relation¬ 
ship, after she rejected him 
for another man. 

But the defence said it 
was Jiang’s 66-year-old moth¬ 


er who fatally stabbed and 
dismembered Liu in a fit of 
rage over allegedly stolen 
jewelry, while her son sim¬ 
ply helped cover up the grue¬ 
some crime. 

Jiang was charged with 
first-degree murder, and in 
her final instructions to the 
jury this week, Ontario Su¬ 
perior Court Justice Gisele 
Miller said in order to find 
him guilty of that charge, 
jurors would have to find he 
deliberately set out to kill Liu 
or cause her potentially fatal 
harm. 

The verdict of second- 
degree murder indicates the 
jury believed Jiang meant to 
kill Liu, but didn’t plan to do

B.C. Highway of Tears 


‘Strong suspects' 
but no charges in 
probe: RCMP 

The Mountie who’s in 
charge of investigating 
cases of missing and 
murdered women along 
B.C.’s so-called Highway 
of Tears says his team 
has a number of strong 
suspects, but there’s not 
enough evidence to lay 
charges. 

Staff-Sgt. Wayne Claiy 
says 12 to 15 officers are 
currently assigned to 
investigate the deaths 
or disappearances of 18 
women murdered along 
several highways in the 
province’s north. 

Some of the victims’ 
family members have 
raised concerns about 
whether the investigation 
was still making progress 
or was even active, but 
Claiy says the officers 
spend most of their time 
working on the project 
dubbed E-PANA. 

Claiy says investigators 
are still in regular contact 
with families.

Government 
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Medical marijuana growers 
put illegal grow-ops to shame 


First Harvest. Metro 
reporter gets a peek at 
modern Ontario facility

Metro in Toronto 


The 55,000-square-foot MedRe- 
leaf warehouse in Markham, 
Ont., is unassuming from the 
outside with the exception of 
a faint but recognizable smell. 

Metro agreed to keep the 
exact location of the medical 
marijuana production facility 
a secret to protect the people 
who work there and the thou¬ 
sands of plants inside. 

The company is one of 20 
marijuana producers licensed 
by Health Canada so far. 


The Tour 

Inside MedReleaf’s pot 
plant, workers and guests 
are constantly monitored on 
video surveillance, mandated 
by Health Canada. The doors 
between growing rooms are se¬ 
cured with electronic locks. 

Before seeing any mari¬ 
juana, our small group — 
which includes MedReleaf COO 
Tom Flow, head of quality as¬ 
surance Angelo Fefelcos and 
communications staff — enters 
a decontamination room, puts 
on white clean-room suits, hair 
nets, gloves and booties, and 
passes through an airlock. 

That level of contamination 
control is not mandatoiy, but 
MedReleaf trademarked its ma¬ 
rijuana as “medical grade stan¬ 
dard” pot, so the procedures 
are in line with those at phar¬ 
maceutical facilities that make 
traditional drugs. 

Eveiything from the floor¬ 



ing to the HVAC is engineered 
to keep things hygienic, and 
the plant meets the ISO class 
8 standard, like an operating 
room, according to Fefelcos, 
whose previous job was man¬ 
ager of Diagnostic Medical Gen¬ 
etics at Mount Sinai Hospital in 
Toronto. Fefelcos was recruited 
by MedReleaf CEO Neil Clos- 
ner, who was vice-president of 
Business Development at the 
hospital. 

The ‘mother room’ 

After the airlock, we enter 
the “mother room,” where 
there are rows of pot plants 
under 1,000-watt bluish lights. 
Here are the 23 strains of pot 
the company is currently pro¬ 


ducing. Some are varieties Can¬ 
adian consumers are familiar 
with, and have words like lcush 
and skunk in their names. 

Others come from the Tilcun 
Olam company of Israel, which 
has been growing medical ma¬ 
rijuana for about a decade. A 
signature strain — Avidelcel — 
is high in cannabidiol (CBD), a 
non-psychoactive anti-inflam- 
matoiy, but veiy low in tetra¬ 
hydrocannabinol (THC), the 
chemical that gets users high. 

Other strains have high 
THC and CBD, others are in 
between. Breeders work from 
seeds and cross-breed strains. 

Clippings from the mother 
plants, called clones, are kept in 
a high-humidity “clone room” 


where they grow roots over 
seven to 14 days. 

Next they’re transferred 
to one of the “flower rooms,” 
where 2,000 to 6,000 plants 
grow under red spectrum light, 
are fed a nutrient solution 
pumped in from an irrigation 
system, and trimmed. 

The Markham pot plant it¬ 
self is still growing, but accord¬ 
ing to MedReleaf, it will soon 
have 10 flower rooms and grow 
about 150,000 pot plants with¬ 
out pesticide. 

When ready for harvest, 
the plants go to the trimming 
room. Eveiything that goes in 
and out is weighed so nothing 
goes missing. 

The air quality in the trim-

ming room is tested by an air 
particle counter — dubbed 
by employees as R2D2 — and 
employees’ gloved hands are 
tested for contaminants. Health 
Canada doesn’t mandate mid¬ 
stage tests like these. 

“It’s the only way I know 
how to make a medicine,” 
explained Fefelcos. 

Employees pick off the 
leaves and trim the buds be¬ 
fore they’re hung across metal 
wire to diy in the diying room, 
where, on the first day of har¬ 
vest, a Bob Marley song plays. 

When the buds are diy, 
they’ll be either quarantined or 
released by Health Canada. 

All the pot that’s good to 
go will be vacuum-sealed and 
mailed in unmarked packages. 

Any pot that’s stored is 
kept in a vault with two com¬ 
plex locks behind a giant blue 
cage, which is also locked and 
secured with an alarm. 

The first day of the first 
harvest was a big deal for 
some of the employees. Facili¬ 
ties manager Ori Sher said he 
never expected to find himself 
doing this. “I was in the IT busi¬ 
ness for years,” he said. “This is 
pretty far from IT.” 


Cashing in 


A growing 
industry? 

Even though it has yet to 
ship any pot, executives at 
MedReleaf see a big future 
for medical cannabis. 

“We can service well 
over 10,000 patients from 
this building and we’re al¬ 
ready looking at expanding 
to other facilities,” said CEO 
Neil Closner. “We believe it 
could be quite a big market 
for those producers who 
can produce at a level that 
not only patients want, but 
physicians feel comfortable 
prescribing.” 

According to the gov¬ 
ernment, 920 companies 
have applied to become 
producers so far. Of those, 
20 have been approved, 407 
were returned as incom¬ 
plete, 163 were refused, 

34 were withdrawn by the 
applicant and 296 are cur¬ 
rently being reviewed. 

Some companies have 
elected to raise funds from 
the market. Several stocks 
posted big gains just by 
announcing plans to get in 
on the medical marijuana 
market that the Canadian 
Securities Administrators 
issued a warning. 

“There’s clearly a bit of 
a mania going on, a bubble 
going on with people rush¬ 
ing to invest in gold-mining 
companies that all of a 
sudden add ‘marijuana’ to 
their business name and all 
of a sudden the stock goes 
up by tenfold in one day,” 
said Closner. 

MedReleaf elected to go 
with private investors who 
pitched in significant cap¬ 
ital to build the company 
— including its Markham 
pot plant — because they 
believe in the product and 
the investment. 

MedReleaf expects to 
ship its first harvest in a 
few weeks.

108 others on Thursday as 
officiants from 12 denomina¬ 
tions gave their blessing to 
the crowd.

The Grand Pride Wedding 
for lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
transgender, queer and two- 
spirited couples was thought 
to be the first of its kind in 
Canada and involved individ¬ 
uals from around the world. 

“It feels celebratoiy but 
also quite political. It’s a very 
strong statement across the 
world about lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual and transgendered 
rights,” said Cullingworth, 
50. 

“I think it’s a message of 
love and hope and equality 
really in it’s most simplest 
form — that eveiyone should 
have the right to marry a per¬ 
son that they love.” 

For Slade, opting to wed 
her partner of 16 years in To¬ 
ronto instead of Scotland was 
an easy decision to make. 

“The progressive human 
rights in Toronto and in Can¬ 


ada, it’s incredible really,” she 
said, noting the open celebra¬ 
tion of the World Pride festi¬ 
val throughout the city. “It’s a 
real sign of progress.” 

Richard Laslett and Colin 
Gunther, a couple who had 
travelled to the wedding from 
Australia, also noted Can¬ 
ada’s lead on same-sex issues 
while acknowledging that 
their union wouldn’t be rec¬ 
ognized when they got home. 

“It’s sad, it’s embarrass¬ 
ing,” Gunther said of Aus¬ 
tralia’s stance on same-sex 
unions. “But we’ll know 
we’re married.” 

“We’re husband and hus¬ 
band now,” Laslett added. 
“That’s what really matters 
to us.” 

Cindy Su and Lana Yu will 
face a similar situation when 
they return to Taiwan, but the 
couple said they were thrilled 
to make things official. 

“We figured we didn’t real¬ 
ly want any objection to stop 
us from doing what we want 
in life,” said Su. 

“I’m actually looking for¬ 
ward to what happens when 
we go back. Maybe in the fu¬ 
ture there will be some prob¬ 


lems with the legality but now 
that we want to start a family, 
we have to be really brave.” 

Kisses, hugs and tears 
abounded after the couples 
at Thursday’s wedding said “I 
do” in unison. 

For Inae Lee, being sur¬ 


rounded by such a large 
group provided a form of sup¬ 
port she wasn’t able to get 
from her own family. 

“In my parents’ mind they 
don’t believe that this can 
be celebrated.

The Crown 
said it will seek a five-year 
sentence, while defence law¬ 
yer Todd Bourcier said he 
will ask for two years minus 
credit for time served in 
Mexico. 

Maryk stood by his law¬ 
yer in court and quietly an¬ 
swered “yes” as the judge 


asked him whether he under¬ 
stood what he was admitting 
to. Outside court, Bourcier 
said Maryk was anxious to 
have everything resolved. 

Maryk took his children 
from his former wife during 
a court-ordered visit in Win¬ 
nipeg on Aug. 16, 2008, and 
fled to Mexico. 

The kids, Dominic and 
Abby Maryk, were seven and 
six at the time. 

Police said Maryk kept 
the children indoors during 
the day and prevented them 
from going to school, from 
playing with other children 
or from seeing a doctor. They 
had very little contact with 
the outside world. 

Back in Winnipeg, police 
and the children’s mother 
kept the issue in the public 
eye. In 2009, Emily Cablelc 
held a news conference with 
the Winnipeg Police Service 
to appeal for the return of 


her son and daughter. 

“It’s two pieces of my soul 
and my heart missing,” she 
said at the time. 

Investigators got a break 
in the case in 2012, when a 
neighbour of Maryk in Gua¬ 
dalajara called authorities 
after recognizing the chil¬ 
dren in a Crime Stoppers 
video that aired on Mexican 
television. 

The kids were brought 
back to Winnipeg and have 
at times struggled with the 
transition. 

“It was hard for them to 
find their identity, to kind 
of figure out who they are as 
people,” Cablelc told the CBC 
nine months after being re¬ 
united with her children. 

Another man charged 
in the case, Robert Groen, 
pleaded guilty to helping in 
the abduction and was sen¬ 
tenced to one year in jail.

Most major vision plans accepted 
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A united front. Iraq’s VP 
takes first step toward 
forming new government 


Iraq’s vice-president called on 
parliament Thursday to con¬ 
vene next week, taking the 
first step toward forming a new 
government to present a united 
front against a rapidly advan¬ 
cing Sunni insurgency. In the 
latest attack, a bombing killed 
12 people in a Baghdad Shi¬ 
ite neighbourhood and police 
found eight more bullet-riddled 
bodies south of the capital. 

Visiting Iraq, Britain’s top 
diplomat urged its leaders to 
put aside their differences for 
the good of the nation. And in 
Paris, Secretaiy of State John 
Keny met with the United 
States’ top Sunni state allies in 
the Mideast to consider how to 
confront the growing turmoil. 

Prime Minister Nouri al- 
Maliki’s Shiite-led political bloc 
won the most seats in April 30 
elections—with 92 seats out of 
the 328—but he needs support 
from other parties for a major¬ 
ity that would give him the 
right to govern. An increasing 
number of critics, both in Iraq 
and abroad, now want him to 
step down, saying his failure 
to promote national reconcilia-

tion fuelled the insurgency by 
needlessly angering Sunnis. 

Some Iraqi politicians fa¬ 
vour forming an interim gov¬ 
ernment that could provide 
leadership until a more perma¬ 
nent solution can be found. 
Al-Maliki, however, has insisted 
the constitutional process must 
be allowed to proceed. 

In a statement, Vice- 
President Khudeir al-Khuzaie 
ordered the new parliament to 
hold its first session on Tuesday. 

Constitutionally, the next 
step would be to elect a speaker 
and two deputies, then with¬ 
in 30 days to choose a new 
president who then has 15 days 
to ask the largest bloc to choose 
a prime minister and form the 
new government.

Fleeing Ukrainians 
seek safety in Russia 



Leaving by the 
thousands. Exodus 
comes as Ukraine calls 
on Russia to support 
peace plan ‘with 
deeds, not words' 


Thousands of Ukrainians in 
cars stuffed with belongings 
lined up Thursday at the east¬ 
ern border to cross into Russia, 
with some saying they felt be¬ 
trayed by their government and 
vowing never to return. 

A commander at the rebel- 
controlled border post south¬ 
east of the city of Luhanslc 
said 5,000 people had left by 
evening, joining a stream he 
said has continued unabated 
through a shaky ceasefire set to 
expire on Friday. 

Tens of thousands of Ukrain¬ 
ians have sought safety in Rus¬ 
sia since the fighting began 
two months ago between gov¬ 
ernment troops and Moscow- 
backed separatist fighters. 

Ukrainian President Petro 
Poroshenlco on Thursday called 
on Russia to support his peace 
plan “with deeds, not words” as 
the weeklong ceasefire neared 
its end in Russian-speaking 
eastern Ukraine. 

German Chancellor An¬ 
gela Merkel and U.S. Secretaiy 
of State John Keny said they, 
too, were looking for more ac¬ 
tion from Moscow ahead of a 
summit on Friday of European 
Union leaders, who will be con¬ 
sidering a new round of puni¬ 
tive sanctions on Russia. 

The summit also will see 
Ukraine sign a sweeping trade 
agreement with the EU that 
will bind it more closely to the 


West. It was the former Ukrain¬ 
ian president’s sudden decision 
late last year to back out of the 
EU deal under pressure from 
Russia that led to his ouster and 
triggered the current crisis. 

Poroshenlco announced 
Thursday that representatives 
of the mutinous regions have 
agreed to talks with the Russian 
ambassador, a former Ukrain¬ 
ian president representing 
Poroshenlco, and a European 
envoy. The first round of talks 
on Monday brought rebel lead¬ 
ers to the negotiating table for 
the first time, the associated press

South Africa. 11 killed 
this year by botched 
circumcision rituals 


North Korea fires short-range 
projectiles off east coast 


The South African govern¬ 
ment says 11 young men 
have died so far this year in 
botched circumcision rituals 
that have killed hundreds in 
past years. 

The government said in 
a statement Thursday that 
seven of the deaths in the 
current initiation season hap¬ 
pened in South Africa’s East¬ 
ern Cape province. 

The ministiy is urging 
traditional leaders to work 


with state medical experts 
to prevent deaths, some of 
which are due to dehydration 
and septic shock. It also says 
owners of illegal initiation 
schools should be arrested 
and prosecuted. 

The circumcision cere¬ 
monies are meant to usher 
youths into manhood. In¬ 
itiations are mostly prac¬ 
ticed by the Xhosa tribe 
in eastern South Africa. 
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North Korea fired three short- 
range projectiles Thursday into 
the waters off its east coast in a 
possible move to stoke tensions 
with Seoul, a South Korean de¬ 
fence official said. Pyongyang’s 
militaiy later criticized alleged 
South Korean shelling in dis¬ 
puted waters. 

The South Korean official, 
who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because of depart¬ 
ment rules, said the projectiles 
flew about 190 kilometres (120 


miles) before harmlessly land¬ 
ing in the water. The projectiles 
were fired from North Korea’s 
eastern port city of Wonsan, 
and the South Korean militaiy 
was investigating the type of 
projectiles and the North’s in¬ 
tentions, the official said. 

Later Thursday, North 
Korea’s army, while not men¬ 
tioning its own projectiles, 
released a statement in state 
media saying South Korea had 
fired shells without notice into 


the North’s waters from a front¬ 
line island near a Yellow Sea 
boundaiy that Pyongyang bit¬ 
terly disputes. 

The North Korean army in 
the front-line area is “full of 
the strong will of retaliation to 
punish the provocateurs to the 
last one by giving vent to their 
pent-up grudge,” the statement 
said. “What they are waiting for 
is only the order to be given.” 

Short-range test firings by 
North Korea aren’t unusual, 


but a barrage of missile and 
artilleiy tests earlier this year 
boosted animosity between the 
rivals. A North Korean artilleiy 
attack in 2010 killed four South 
Koreans on a front-line Yellow 
Sea island. 

North Korea has in re¬ 
cent months threatened 
South Korea’s leader, call¬ 
ing her a prostitute, and 
the South has vowed to hit 
North Korea hard if provoked.

Bucldngham Palace accounts 
released Thursday show the 
monarchy cost British taxpay¬ 
ers 35.7 million pounds (about 
$65 million) last year — 56 
pence (about $1) for everyone 
in the country. 

That is 7.2 per cent, or 2.4 
million pounds, more than 
the year before — the increase 
mainly explained by the royal 
family’s repair bills. 

A big part of the fixer-up¬ 
per budget went to creating a 
suitable home for the young 
family of Prince William, his 
wife Kate and their toddler 
Prince George. Some 3.4 mil¬ 


lion pounds of taxpayer funds 
were used to refurbish part of 
London’s Kensington Palace 
for the couple. The extensive 
work included removing as¬ 
bestos, installing new heating 
and redecorating. 

The couple, who have con¬ 
siderable personal financial re¬ 
sources in part because of the 
estate left by Princess Diana, 
paid for the carpets, curtains 


and furniture out of personal 
funds, the palace said. 

In addition, Prince Charles’ 
private secretary, William 
Nye, suggested that Charles 
and his wife Camilla — who 
are supported by profits from 
the extensive Duchy of Corn¬ 
wall estate — may have helped 
William and Kate set up their 
new home.

U.S. Supreme Court 
dismantles 
protest buffer zone 

The U.S. Supreme Court on 
Thursday struck down a 
10 metre protest-free zone 
outside abortion clinics in 
Massachusetts. 

The justices were unani¬ 
mous in ruling that ex¬ 
tending a buffer zone that 
far from clinic entrances 
violates the U.S. Constitu¬ 
tion’s First Amendment 
rights of protesters. 

Chief Justice John 
Roberts said authorities 


have less intrusive ways to 
deal with problems outside 
clinics and noted that most 
of the problems reported 
by police and the clinics oc¬ 
curred outside one Planned 
Parenthood facility in Bos¬ 
ton, and only on Saturdays 
when the largest crowds 
typically gather. 

The clinics said they 
are most concerned about 
safety because of past 
incidents of violence. In 
1994, a gunman killed two 
receptionists and wounded 
five others at clinics in 
Brookline, Mass.

Man wounds 11 
in knife attack 

An emotionally disturbed 
farmer wielding a kitchen 
knife went on a rampage 
in the terminal of the La 
Paz international airport 
on Thursday, stabbing 11 
people, authorities said. 

Most of the wounds 
did not appear to be 
life-threatening although 
eight of the victims were 
hospitalized. The attacker 
told police he “heard 
voices” and went on the 
attack to defend himself. 
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Phone hacking acquittal. T am 
innocent... I feel vindicated’: Brooks 


Former News of the World 
editor Rebekah Brooks said 
Thursday she is innocent of 
phone hacking and other 
crimes and feels vindicated by 
a jury’s unanimous decision 
to acquit her. 

The ex-tabloid editor made 
her first public statement 
since being cleared after an 
eight-month trial on charges 
of conspiring to hack phones, 
bribe officials and obstruct 
police. 

Standing outside her Lon¬ 
don home beside her husband 
Charles — who was also ac¬ 
quitted — Brooks said the last 
few years “have been tough.” 

“It has been a time of re¬ 



flection for me,” she said. “I 
have learned some valuable 
lessons and hopefully I am 
the wiser for it.... I am in¬ 
nocent of the crimes that I 


was charged with and I feel 
vindicated by the unanimous 
verdicts.” 

Brooks, 46, said she would 
offer support to former col¬ 
leagues who still face trial. 

Dozens of journalists 
have been arrested since the 
revelation that Rupert Mur¬ 
doch’s now-shuttered News 
of the World tabloid eaves¬ 
dropped on the voicemails of 
thousands of people in a law¬ 
breaking quest for scoops. 

Brooks has said she was 
unaware of phone hacking 
while she was editor of the 
tabloid between 2000 and 
2003.

The U.S. Supreme Court shot 
down Aereo’s business model 
this week, but that doesn’t 
mean customers’ desire for a 
better TV experience is gone. 

Americans are still fed up 
with huge channel bundles, 
high prices, poor service and 
the lack of ability to watch all 
their shows on all their de¬ 
vices. That’s part of why Aer¬ 
eo was attractive: It offered 
a few dozen local broadcast 
channels and the Bloomberg 
TV financial channel on mul¬ 
tiple devices for just $8 US a 
month. 

Industiy watchers say the 
pay TV business must con¬ 
tinue to evolve to win over 
unhappy customers, even if 
the nation’s top court said 
grabbing signals from the air¬ 
waves and distributing them 
online without content-owner 
permission isn’t the way. 

“Even without Aereo, the 
reason people were cutting 
the cord, for cost reasons and 
so on, those don’t go away,” 
said Robin Flynn, an analyst 
with market research firm 


Cutting the cord 


“What Aereo has really done 
in our perspective is to ad¬ 
dress the lack of understand¬ 
ing that over-the-air is free,” 
said Mark Buff, CEO of Mohu, 
a company that makes flat 
indoor antennas that attach 
to walls. 


• Mohu has sold 1.5 million 
antennas since it began 
in 2011 and they work in 
the kind of dense urban 
areas like New York where 
Aereo is believed to have 
had a small subscriber 
base. It is about to launch 
Mohu Channels, a device 
that blends Internet video 
services like Netflix with 
free-to-air TV in a single 
channel guide.

Last year, the number of 
pay TV subscribers in the U.S. 
fell for the first time, dipping 
0.1 per cent to 94.6 million, 
according to Leichtman Re¬ 
search Group. 

SNL estimates that five per 
cent of homes will substitute 
pay TV with one or more In¬ 
ternet video services by the 


end of the year, rising to 10 
per cent in 2017. 

Many companies are offer¬ 
ing quality TV content online 
for low cost to meet that rising 
demand. They include Netflix 
and Amazon. Hulu, which is 
owned by major broadcast 
networks ABC, NBC and Fox, 
offers full episodes of popular 
shows like The Colbert Report 
the next day for free. 

While that’s not live TV, 
which Aereo offered, for 
many it’s a good-enough sub¬ 
stitute. 

The decision against Aereo 
is a setback, but not a fatal 
one for people who want to 
break away from traditional 
TV, said Bill Niemeyer, senior 
analyst at TDG Research. 

“While the content on the 
major broadcast networks 
is veiy important for some 
people, it’s not important for 
eveiyone,” Niemeyer said. “So 
it’s a dent, but I don’t think 
it’s going to significantly 
change the trends.” 

If anything, the rise and 
fall of Aereo has highlighted 
an important fact — that 
high-quality TV signals are 
available on the airwaves for 
free, something that might 
have been forgotten if Aereo 
hadn’t insisted that its tech¬ 
nology simply replicates the 
antenna and wire that an 
average person could set up 
on their own.

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Violence more likely in hate crimes 
against sexual minorities: StatsCan 


Most racial or religious hate 
crimes in Canada involve 
only mischief, but violence 
occurs in two-thirds of the 
incidents in which sexual 
orientation is the key factor, 
new data released Thursday 
suggests. 

Police reported 1,414 hate- 
motivated criminal incidents 
in 2012, up 82 from the pre¬ 


vious year, Statistics Canada 
said in its latest report on 
hate crimes. 

The agency defines hate 
crimes as those that are found 
by police investigations to be 
motivated by hatred against 
an identifiable group. 

Overall, almost 70 per cent 
of hate crimes reported by 
police were non-violent, with 


mischief — incidents such as 
vandalism, graffiti and other 
destruction of property — as 
the most common offence. 

However, two-thirds of 
hate crimes involving sex¬ 
ual orientation involved vio¬ 
lence, as did a third of those 
involving racial or ethnic 
hatred, Statistics Canada re¬ 
ported. Violence occurred in 


only 13 per cent of religiously 
motivated hate incidents. 

The agency said just over 
half of all hate crimes in 
2012 involved racial or ethnic 
motives, while 30 per cent 
involved hatred toward a 
particular religion, including 
crimes targeting Jews, Mus¬ 
lims and Catholics.

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Landmark 
ruling grants 
land title to 
First Nation 


Supreme Court. 

Decision makes it easier 
for aboriginal groups to 
establish title over lands 
used for hunting, fishing 


For the first time, the Supreme 
Court of Canada has recognized 
a First Nation’s title to a specific 
tract of land — a historic decision 
with major implications for con¬ 
tentious energy projects such as 
the Northern Gateway pipeline. 

Thursday’s 8-0 decision, which 
overturned an appeal court rul¬ 
ing, will essentially make it easier 


Title, however, is not absolute, 
the top court declared; economic 
development can still go ahead 
on land where title is established 
as long as one of two conditions 
is met. Economic development 
on land where title is established 
would require the consent of the 
First Nation. Failing that, the gov¬ 
ernment would have to make the 
case that development is press¬ 
ing and substantial and meet its 
fiduciaiy duty to the aboriginal 
group. 

In other words, the decision 
places a greater burden on gov¬ 
ernments to justify economic 
development on aboriginal land. 
The court also makes it clear that 
provincial law still applies to land 


'Game-changer'

for First Nations to establish title 
over lands that were regularly 
used for hunting, fishing and 
other activities. 

The landmark ruling is the 
Supreme Court’s first on aborig¬ 
inal title and will apply wherever 
there are unresolved land claims. 

“The claimant group bears 
the onus of establishing aborig¬ 
inal title,” Chief Justice Beverley 
McLachlin wrote in the decision. 

“The task is to identify how 
presovereignty rights and inter¬ 
ests can properly find expression 
in modem common law terms.”

Chief Roger William of Xeni 
Gwet’in, one of six bands that 
make up the Tsilhqot’in First Na¬ 
tion, said he welcomed the Su¬ 
preme Court’s decision.

Tories change tune 
on charging fee to 
foreign musicians 

Ottawa has effectively elimin¬ 
ated a fee charged to inter¬ 
national musicians that critics 
complained was deterring 
acts from abroad from playing 
in Canadian bars, pubs and 
restaurants. 

The removal of a work 
permit requirement for 
foreign musical acts, part of 
the government’s overhaul of 
the controversial temporaiy 
foreign worker program, went 


largely unnoticed amid a spate 
of other measures announced 
last week. 

Last summer, in their zeal 
to start cracking down on tem¬ 
poraiy foreign workers in the 
face of mounting criticism, the 
Conservatives added a $275 
processing fee on top of a $150 
work permit for each member 
of a musical act from outside 
the country who was hired to 
play small Canadian venues.

Report urges corporate Canada 
to aim for greater gender balance 


Canadian companies should 
aim to have 30 per cent of 
their boards made up of 
women by the end of the dec¬ 
ade, with the ultimate goal be¬ 
ing full gender balance, urges 
a report Thursday by a federal 
advisory group. 

The report, titled Good for 
Business: A Plan to Promote 
More Women on Canadian 


Boards, believes the 30 per 
cent target is a “reasonable 
national target” that can be 
achieved by 2019 and would 
put corporate Canada on track 
to achieve gender equality on 
boards. 

“Our government believes 
that increasing opportunities 
for women to serve on cor¬ 
porate boards makes good 


business sense for Canadian 
women and for Canada’s econ¬ 
omy,” Dr. Kellie Leitch, federal 
minister of labour and status 
of women, said in a statement. 

The report, by the ad hoc 
federal Advisoiy Council for 
Promoting Women on Boards, 
also recommends that pub¬ 
licly traded companies put in 
place “comply and explain” 


policies that would set inter¬ 
nal goals on how to achieve 
gender balance as well as pro¬ 
vide annual updates on their 
progress. 

According to the report, 
women held 15.9 per cent 
of seats on the boards of the 
country’s 500 largest public 
and private companies as of

Iran looks to 
save last of the 
Asiatic cheetahs 

Iran is rushing to try to save 
one of the world’s critically 
endangered species, the 
Asiatic cheetah, and bring it 
backfrom the verge of 
extinction in its last refuge. 


By the numbers 


50-70 

Estimated number of Asiatic chee¬ 
tahs that remain in Iran, mostly in 
the east of the country. 


The Asiatic cheetah, an 
equally fast cousin of the African 
cat, once ranged from the Red 
Sea to India, but its numbers have 
shrunkinthepast centurytothe 
pointthatthespeciesisnow 
hanging on by athinthread. 

Once known as “hunting 
leopards,” Asiatic cheetahs were 
traditionally trained for 
emperorsand kingsin Iranand 
I ndia to hunt gazelles. They 
disappeared acrossthe Middle 
East about 100 years ago, 
although there were sightingsin 
Saudi Arabia untilthe 1950s. 

Iran's efforts have been given 
a symbolic boost atthe World 
Cupin Brazil, where Iran's team 
wore images of the cheetah on 
their uniforms.

Extinction certainly delivers 
on that score. 

For many, getting value per 
minute for their movie dollar 
will be enough, but do you, 
like the old Roman emperors, 
give this a thumbs up or down? 

Mark: Richard, I was glued to 
my seat throughout! You see, 
some idiot had spilled epoxy 
on the seat before I sat down 
and it took the full two-and- 
three-quarter hours to wriggle 
out of my jeans. 

I have never been able to sit 
through a Transformers mov¬ 
ie, but epoxy aside, at least 
this one had a coherent stoiy, 
some decent acting thanks to 
Wahlberg, Stanley Tucci and 
Kelsey Grammer, and some 
exciting chase sequences.

It comments on the 
ethics of unarmed warfare 
and blows up most of Hong 
Kong. Bay doesn’t do anything 
by half measures but I found 
myself wishing the movie was 
about half as long as it is with 
half the bombast. 

It’s stylish: “Why run when 
you can run in slow motion?” 
Bay seems to be asking, not 
unlike a car commercial. But 
it’s excessive on almost eveiy 


level. I don’t expect or want My 
Dinner with Optimus Prime, 
but in this case I think less 
would have been more. 

MB: My feelings here are com¬ 
plicated. I used to take it for 
granted that this land of dir¬ 
ection was evidence of a hack 
sensibility, which assumes that 
quantity makes viewers forget 
quality — a real cynic’s pos¬ 
ition. But watching this instal¬ 
ment, I’m no longer so sure. 

I think Bay really believes 
that these grand excesses are 
heroic, even Shakespearean. 
Its running time is equal to 
Hamlet. The movie is cheesy 
and schlocky, for sure, but 
the one possible grace note 
is Bay’s commitment to the 
drive of the film. Too long, for 
sure, but at least this movie 
moves.

If the trailers and advance 
word of mouth are any reli¬ 
able barometer, the upcom¬ 
ing shocker Deliver Us From 
Evil (based on the fact-based 
book by Ralph Sarchie) just 
might be the American hor¬ 
ror movie of the year. It cer¬ 
tainly boasts high pedigree in 
its director. 

Scott Derrickson has been 
a top draw in Hollywood for 
almost 20 years, penning and 
directing such hits as The 
Exorcism of Emily Rose, the 
remake of The Day the Earth 
Stood Still and 2012’s block¬ 
buster horror film, Sinister. 
The success of that latter 


chiller influenced the pro¬ 
duction of Deliver Us From 
Evil but Derrickson has had 
a hand in the long-gestating 
project for decades. 

“(Producer) Jerry Bruck¬ 
heimer brought the book to 


me in 1994,” notes the direc¬ 
tor. 

“His take was basic¬ 
ally, ‘Let’s make Serpico 
meets The Exorcist’, which I 
thought was the coolest thing 
Pve ever heard. So I got the 


job, wrote the first couple of 
drafts of the script, and then 
he decided to have another 
writer on board. But while I 
was in N.Y.C. I got to spend a 
week with Ralph, got to know 
him veiy well and Ralph was

the guy who gave me an out- 
of-print copy of the book 
The Exorcism of Annaleise 
Michel, which I optioned for 
100 bucks and turned into 
The Exorcism of Emily Rose. 
True Stoiy!” 

The Sarchie script — then 
called Beware the Night — 
saw three other writers tinker 
with it in an attempt to ‘im¬ 
prove’ it, before Bruckheimer 
put it on the shelf. Then, after 
the runaway success of Sinis¬ 
ter, things changed. 

“When Sinister came out,” 
explains Derrickson, “Screen 
Gems asked me what I want¬ 
ed to do next and I told them 
about Beware the Night. 


They read my first draft and 
said, ‘We want to make this 
movie with you.’ So here we 
are.” 

Retitled Deliver Us From 
Evil, Derrickson’s thriller 
is indeed a blend of police 
procedural and possession 
drama. It chronicles the on¬ 
screen version of Sarchie 
(played by Eric Bana), an New 
York City cop who teams up 
with a priest to examine 
the possibility of a spate of 
urban violence being linked 
to the supernatural. Filled 
with explicit violence but 
tempered by deeply etched 
character arcs, it’s a film 
that defies easy categoriza¬ 
tion. Derrickson claims this 
was by design. 

“It’s one of the highest 
testing movies ever and it’s 
scary. Audiences loved it. But 
when they were asked if it 
was a horror film or a super¬ 
natural thriller, they didn’t 
know how to answer. I do 
think it is as much a horror 
film as it is a cop film and 
that was the goal, no half and 
half, rather 100 per cent both 
genres sharing space.”

When Jenny Slate didn’t 
get her contract renewed at 
the end of her debut season 
on Saturday Night Live, it 
should’ve been the end of 
the young comic’s career. 

“Whether or not he 
meant it, I think that (pro¬ 
ducer) Lome (Michaels) let¬ 
ting me go was an act of be¬ 
nevolence,” admitted Slate 
recently. 

“I think he realized that 
I didn’t really fit in, or that 
if I did, it would take many 
years, so it was the best 
thing that could’ve hap¬ 
pened to me.” 

That may be a great 


understatement. Ever since 
Slate unceremoniously split 
from the sketch show, she’s 
carved out a unique place in 
the comedy world. 

Not only have she and 


husband Dean Fleisher- 
Camp created the character 
Marcel the Shell (which be¬ 
came a wildly popular ani¬ 
mated short and bestselling 
book), but now the 32-year- 


old is poised for stardom

Oscar-winning actress Kathy 
Bates doesn’t suffer fools 
gladly, especially on a film 
set. Luckily she didn’t have 
to worry about that too 
much on the set of Tammy, 
working with a first-time 
director — Ben Falcone — 
who didn’t behave like a 
novice. But she was ready to 
speak up if need be. 

I was curious how much 
you enjoy blowing stuff up 
in real life. 

Well, I wish I could. There’s 
a few producers I’d like to 
blow up, that’s for sure 
(laughs). No, it was really 
fun to get that out of your 
system. It was fun to blow 
up the car — and have the 
fun without it being real, 


obviously. And I was very 
proud of myself that I was 
able to hit the jet ski with 
the tiki torch consistently. 
That was thanks to my 
“wife,” Sandra Oh, who 
encouraged me and gave me 
the idea that this was some¬ 
thing I did when I was in 
college, that I was actually 
able to toss a javelin and do 
track back then. 

You and Sandra Oh make a 
nice couple, actually. 

I was happy that the gay 
relationship was really the 
most healthy relationship 
in the movie. When I went 
into it, I thought, how do 
you play gay? Unless you’re 
going to make a caricature 
out of it. I mean, gay or 
straight, it’s a sexual prefer¬ 
ence or a gender, almost, 
the way you’re born, I 
feel, and so how are you 
going to play something 
like that? With Sandra, she 
really brought a lot to that 
relationship. It was such a 
comfortable relationship 
to have with her. I just 
respect her so much as an 
actress, and she’s a beauti¬ 
ful, beautiful person inside 
and out, so it was easy to 
pretend that we were in 


love and had been for many, 
many years. I think some¬ 
times it’s more difficult for 
lesbians now to be accepted. 
The men sort of were the 
vanguard .... Although I 
think still we’ve got a way 
to go on that because there 
are still unfortunately 
hate crimes that are going 
on, but I think because of 
women’s place in society in 
general, period, I think it’s 
been difficult for lesbians to 
become as accepted as gay 
men. 

I don’t know if there’s a 
measure for that. 

Yes, I don’t think there’s 
a measure of that, you’re 
exactly right. I wanted to 
make it clear in (the film) 
that we worked for every¬ 
thing we had ... Back then 
it was very difficult to be 
accepted as a gay woman. 

Being an actress as well 
as a director yourself, how 
do you find actor-directors 
compare other types of 
directors? 

I’ve always felt — and 
this comes from years of 
experience but also work¬ 
ing at Sundance at the 
film labs — that there are 


many, many talented young 
writer-directors, and they 
always ask how to talk to 
actors because their focus 
has been on technical as¬ 
pects of the camera. I think 
that a lot of time young, 


inexperienced directors 
will take the scene from 
the top and they’ll go over 
and over and over again 
until they get the perform¬ 
ance that they want, and 
they think it’s just going to 


happen by chance, that it’s 
like taking a running you- 
know-what at a doughnut. 
It’s just catch as catch can 
and it’s wearing on the 
actors, but that’s how they 
learn.

is just from hanging out and 
seeing how he is as a person. 
He’s one of the nicest people 
you’ll ever meet.

Never stop learning. He

He is the most non- 
judgmental person and it’s 
beautiful to see. 

Especially at his age. He’s as 
together as ever and he’s got 
so much to share, and great 
stories to tell. 

Through his travels, he 
managed to learn 20 differ¬ 
ent languages.

Thrills and chills. From 
apocalyptic viruses to 
vanishing villagers to 
robot uprisings, TV 
gets downright creepy 


It’s a frightful world on TV 
these days. 

A rash of scripted summer 
thrillers cautions viewers to 
batten down the hatches. Hold 
your loved ones tight before 
they vanish into thin air! And 
with all the deadly viruses at 
large, you better bathe in Purell! 

A certain brand of TV drama 
has always kept its audience on 
high alert, at least as far back 
as The Twilight Zone. But these 
days, with agencies hacking 
your email, new diseases crop¬ 
ping up, ice caps melting and 
drones overhead, viewers are 
sitting ducks for the titillation 
of dramatized threats to offer 
welcome distraction from the 
real thing. 

The message is clear: Dan¬ 
ger lurks eveiywhere. On your 
airline flight, you might get 
something even worse than 
the food, resulting in a plane 
that lands at JFK full of passen- 
gers-tumed-corpses. 

That’s the big start of The 
Strain, premiering July 13 on 
FX Canada. And things quickly 
worsen. Side effects for each 
victim on this series include 
rapid hair loss and a blood¬ 
sucking proboscis. 


Sharks and the City 


A sequel to last year’s goofy 
Syfy horror film Sharknado 
is set for August, when a 
torrent of man-eating sharks 
will terrorize the Big Apple. 


This apocalypse has been 
loosed by evil forces. The only 
hope for humanity’s salvation 
is Dr. Ephraim Goodweather 
(played by series star Corey 
Stoil). He vows to save the day. 

Same with the pandemic 
on The Last Ship (airing Sun¬ 
days on Space). By chance, an 
Arctic-stationed Navy destroy¬ 
er has evaded this mass out¬ 
break, leaving the crew with 
the duty of saving what’s left 
of humanity. Good thing they 
just happen to have on board 
a renowned paleomicrobiolo- 
gist, Dr. Rachel Scott (played by 
Rhona Mitra). She’s humanity’s 
only hope for salvation. She 
vows to save the day. 

This virus of unknown ori¬ 
gin has already killed 80 per 
cent of the world’s population. 

By contrast, a relatively 
meagre two per cent have dis¬ 
appeared on The Leftovers with 
no warning. But the 98 per cent 
left behind are reeling from the 
mass exodus. 

This series (premiering Sun¬ 
day on HBO Canada) focuses

Pretty awkward, since she has 
a husband who was waiting 
faithfully back at home — and 
who, like her, had long believed 
she was unable to conceive. 

Could she be the victim of 
an extraterrestrial roofie? But 
who’s the dad? Something sin¬ 
ister seems to be afoot, with a 
NASA official part of the mis¬ 
chief. And to make matters 
worse, the adorable robot child 


she and hubby are raising as 
their flesh-and-blood son just 
might be a psychopath, not to 
mention the harbinger of a ro¬ 
bot uprising. 

Is there any refuge from 
robot bullies, killer germs and 
cosmic abductions? 

Well, you might look to 
Chester’s Mill, Maine, a once- 
serene village that was cut off 
from the outside world, with 


no notice or explanation, by a 
Pyrex-on-steroids prison. 

This, of course, is the 
plight of the village in 
Under the Dome, the hit 
returning for its second 
season June 30 on Global.

Starch 

Highly nourishing grains like 
barley and flax grow in Mani¬ 
toba and Saskatchewan. Flax 
is a golden or brown seed that 
is high in fibre and good fat. 
Soaking or simmering creates a 
soluble fibre gel that is benefi¬ 
cial. Barley, meanwhile, serves 
up a base of fibre and nutrients. 

P.E.I. grows potatoes and 
the mini red ones can be tossed 
into the grain pot so eveiything 
simmers together to create a 
new twist on summer’s ubiqui¬ 


tous potato salad. 

Salad dressing 

If you’ve never seen a canola 
field in bloom in a province 
like Alberta, you missing out on 
beautiful golden yellow fields 
that generate an oil seed that is 
in demand all over the world. 
The other yellow crop grown 
in many provinces including 
Ontario is mustard seed, which 
is a great binder in vinaigrette. 

Apples grow across Canada, 
including in Newfoundland 
and New Brunswick, so apple 
cider vinegar is a must. Quebec 
maple trees are tapped for their 
sweet sap that adds a piquant 
sweetness to a savouiy dish. 

Greens are grown eveiy- 
where so a tiptoe through the 
farmland will deliver bitter 
dandelion and chives. 

Protein topping 

In British Columbia, Northwest 
Territories and Nunavut sal¬ 
mon is a deep and ancient part 


of the culture. The other coast 
of Nova Scotia serves up crab. 
To make life simple, go for the 
canned stuff. It’s simple to use 
but equally delicious and nour¬ 
ishing. 

According to Agriculture 
Canada, the Yukon’s biggest 
export is cattle and forage, so 
Greek yogurt, the popular daily 
product, will lend a creaminess 
and protein to the seafood salad 
topping. 

1. In a large pot, bring water, 
a pinch of salt, potatoes, barley 
and flax seed to a boil, cover, 
and turn down to simmer for 
30 minutes. When cooked, stir 
in 1/4 cup of vinegar, salt and 
pepper. 

2. Whisk 1/4 cup canola oil, 1/4 
cup apple cider vinegar, maple 
syrup and mustard for dressing. 

3. Mix drained salmon and 
crab with Greek yogurt and 1 
tbsp mustard plus chives. 


4. Layer salad with barley mix¬ 
ture on the bottom, topped 
with dandelion or other greens 
then seafood salad.

• 1/4 cup maple syrup 

• Juice and zest of 1/2 small 
orange 

• 2 tbsp bourbon 


On a charcoal grill, this entails 
banking coals to one side and 
cooking on cooler side. On a gas 
grill, it means turning off one 
side (or the centre burner) and 
cooking over the cooler section. 

2. Check for and remove any 
small bones in salmon. Brush 
salmon on all sides with ol¬ 
ive oil, then season with salt 
and pepper. Lay fish, skin-side 
down, directly on cooking grate 
on the cooler side of the grill. 
Cook salmon until opaque, 
but still moist, 25 minutes, de¬ 
pending on thickness of fish. 


3. Meanwhile, in bowl whisk 
maple syrup, orange zest and 
juice, the bourbon and a pinch 
of salt. Brush the glaze over the 
salmon during the final 10 min¬ 
utes. Do not turn the salmon 
during cooking. 

4. To transfer fish to serving 
platter, slide a wide spatula be¬ 
tween flesh and the skin. Lift 
the salmon off the grill, leaving 
the skin behind. Cover the sal¬ 
mon with foil to keep warm. 

5. Slide the skin over to the 
hot side of the grill, then close 


the lid. Cook for 2 to 3 minutes, 
or until the skin is crisp and 
the salmon oils are bubbling.

But Wiggins seems a much 
more ready product after 
averaging a Kansas freshman- 
record 17.1 points. He might 
have ended up as the top pick 
anyway, but became the best 
option when Jayhawlcs team¬ 
mate Joel Embiid suffered a 


stress fracture in his right foot. 

“A thousand thoughts are 
going through my head right 
now,” Wiggins said.

Joachim Loew and Jurgen Klins¬ 
mann shook hands, smiled and 
patted each on the shoulders, 
like the two good friends they 
are. The two coaches had eveiy 
reason to be pleased: Both of 
their teams advanced to the 
knockout stage of the World 
Cup. 

Loew’s Germany beat 
Klinsmann’s United States 1-0 
thanks to Thomas Mueller’s 
fourth goal of the tournament 
and the outcome allowed both 
teams to advance.

But neither 
team held back and both at¬ 
tacked, although Germany was 
clearly in control. 

“Well, first I asked him 
(Klinsmann) for the result of 
the other match.

“That is a tough group 
and the Americans were a bit 
the outsiders. Everybody con¬ 
sidered Portugal a favourite 
to make it.... (The Americans) 
really have qualities, they fight, 
they can run and they really are 
tough on the opponent. If you
